Ever since the agitation of the question 
began, the inembers of the board have closely 
studied the matter; the result is a report that 
Wili create a sensation. 

The various articles in Tuk Constirution 
upon this all-important question have been the 
cause of very general discussion of the sub- 
ject and that portion of the report of the beard 
of health which treats of the city’s water sup- 
ply will be read with a great deal of interest. 

The Hydrant Water. 

The report first deals with the waterworks 
Water. Speaking of this the board says: 

‘It is certainly very gratifying to have this 
concurrent testimony all affirming the excel- 
lence of the hydrant water. As now delivered 
in the city, the hydrant water is soft, light and 
pure. Itis beyond criticism, above suspicion 
aud in all essential respects, stands the peer of 
the best deep spring waters. This water, orig- 
Inally good, under our splendid system of fil- 
teration, is clarified, renewed and vivitied. It 
is cleansed, acrated and oxydized so that it 
comes to us like a sparkling mountain stream 
which has leaped ror mn precipice to precipice 
in its joyous do woward e ane £ 

With regard.to the matter of alum in the 
water, the heen’ indorses the warning hereto- 
fore made by Mr. McCandless, that too much 
alum be not used.

The Artesian Water. 

Five samples of artesian water as analyze d 
by Mr. McCandless, Professor White and Pro- 
fexsor Gascoyne, with the analysis covering a 
period from 1886 to November 1888. These 
analyses show:

to the depth of 2,044 feet, and is supplied by 
four veins at 102, 225, 450 and 1,160 feet re- 
spectively.

Favorably located 
wells about the city indicate the presence of 
chloride of sodium in quantities ranging from 
half a grain to three grains per gallon, while 
in unfavorable localities this sometimes runs 
as high as twenty-five or thirty grains.

cared, that it will prove fatally defective. And 
While the board is net prepared to condemn 
Without qualification the use of this water, it 
desires to go on record as declaring the water 
unpure and of doubtfal> safety for drinking 
purpos es,”’ 

This portion of the report closes with the re- 
commendation that the extension of the water 
mains be discontinued, especially where they 
are paralle] to the mains . of 
vastly superior and absolutely mnexcep- 
tionable water, and that the water be tested 
DY repeaced anal yses; thatat sametime the 
pumps be worked to their fullest capacity for 
several hours, asin this way tests may show 
the vein or veins by which the poliuted water 
enter the well. It may be found feasible to 
shut off such as are found objectionable.

‘The council committee on water works in- 
dorses the statements of the board of health 
with regard to both the purity of the city 
te te the questionable character of the 
artesian water. 

‘To say that the eminent authorities who so 
declare,”’” says the committea’s report, ‘‘are 
either dishonest or incompetent, and dismiss 
their opinions as false or unworthy of atten- 
tion, would be puerility personitied. .The 
character of this (the artesian) water,should be 
absolutely determined before more mone y is
